Pupin Will Be Speaker
At Personnel Convention
Columbia Professor So Talk on

'Immigrant's Point of View'
at Meeting Nov. 8

Michael Pupin, of Columbia Univer¬
sity, famous as an inventor of wire¬
less apparatus, will be among the
speakers to address the gathering of
industrialists, educators and personnel
experts when the first annual conven¬
tion of the National Personnel Asso¬
ciation meets in Pittsburgh on Novem¬
ber 8, it was announced last night.
Tho Personnel Association, which has
taken over the activities of the Na¬
tional Association of Corporation
Training and the Industrial Relations
Association of America, will discuss
immigration, psychological tests, mo¬
tion pictures, workers' pension plans,
labor turn-over and the relation of
industry to the engineering and the
public schools.
"The Immigrant's Point of View" is

to bo the subject for Mr. Pupin, who
is professor of electro-mechanics at
Columbia. Other New York speakers
will be H. M. Jefferson, manager of
the personnel department of the Föd¬
eral Reserve Bank of New York, and
Rowland Rogers, vice-president of the
Picture Service Corporation, both of
whom are to speak on motion pictures.
C. S. Ching, supervisor of industrial
relations, United States Rubber Com¬
pany, will speak on pensions for work¬
ers.

State Plans Apple Week
To Market Record Crop

Campaign to Stimulate Bulk
Sales at Special Price Be¬

gins To-morrow
To dispose of the state's native apple

crop, one of tho largest in history, the
New York State Department of Farms
and Markets has designated the week
from October 81 to November G as
apple week, during which intensive
plans for the sale of domestic apples
will be made effective. A similar cam¬
paign was carried out in the autumn
of 1920.
Joseph Sicker, chairman of the com¬

mittee of arrangements, who was in¬
strumental in pushing the 1920 cam¬
paign, is at the head of this season's
effort. Acting on the announcement of
Norman D. Chapin, acting director of
the New York office of the State De¬
partment of Farms and Markets, that
the apple crop in this state is 106,-
000,000 bushels in excess of last year's
crop, the committee will seek to dis¬
pose of apples in bulk by offering to
consumers during apple week especially
attractive prices for consignments in
large volume.

Herschel H. Jones, who resigned re¬
cently as director of the New York
office of the Department of Farms and
Markets, is engaged in the formation of
a new marketing service for farm prod¬ucts. He has offered his aid to the cam¬
paign committee.

G. A. Clarke, Eastern manager of the
United Chemical and Orgnnic' Products
Company: "I am very optimistic of a
decided return to normal conditions in
the immediate near future. As most
of the serious labor troubles have now
been adjusted, resulting in many cases
in an Increase of wages, this should
again enable the buying power of the
public to start reaching a somewhat
near normal basis."

Columbia Freshmen Brighter
Than Any of Predecessors

Outrank Previous First-Year- Classes in AverageHeight, Weight and Intelligence, Records Show;Small Boys and Tall Boys of Many Nations
The freshman class of Columbia Col-

lego this year outranks any freshman
class that has preceded it in average
height, weight and intelligence, ac¬
cording to figure» compiled from regis¬tration cards at the university. The
average «go is seventeen and one-half
years; the average height, 6 feet 9InchcB, and the overage weight, 144
pounds. The highest grades ever re¬
corded in the psychological tests for
entrance wci'e made by the class of '26,said Professor Adam Leroy Jones, di¬
rector of admissions.
There are sixty-six freshmen more

than 6 feet, seven fifteen-year-old boysand fifty-five at the age of sixteen.
Four weigh less than 100 pounds and
five weigh more than 200 pounds. The
lightest and youngest registrant is
twelve-year-old Daniel Berman, of Gal-
veston, who weighs only eighty pounds.The heaviest is Charles William Offer-
man, of Lynbvook.
